TSU Upward Bound 
continues its mission 


The Upward Bound program at 
Troy State University will continue 
its mission of preparing area high 
school students to pursue further 
education, as it has received feder- 
al funding for an additional five 
years. 

Mary Griffin, director of the pro- 
gram, said she officially learned 
last week that the U.S. Department 
of Education had approved the 
funding —approximately $248,000 
annually. 

Griffin added that of all Upward 
Bound grant proposals in the state 
up for financial review this spring, 
only three received funding for five 
years. She said the criteria for 
funding includes evaluating the 
needs of the area served, the pro- 
gram’s plan of operation, perfor- 
mance of the staff and quality of 
personnel. 

Upward Bound at TSU, founded 
in 1992, serves approximately 50 
high school students from Pike, 
Coffee and Dale counties. It pro- 
vides academic assistance and 
counseling to students who meet at 
least one of two key criteria, 
Griffin said. 

“Applicants must meet certain 
income guidelines or they must be 
potential first-generation college 
students,” she said. “The ultimate 
goal of the program is to have the 
students graduate from high school 
and continue some sort of post-sec 
ondary education.” 

The data show the program is 
meeting these goals. Currently, 55 
of the program’s 80 high school 
graduates are enrolled in either a 
post-secondary institution or are in 
the military, 11 have received some 
post-secondary education and eight 
have graduated or are scheduled to 
graduate this term from a post-sec- 
ondary institution, including four 
TSU graduates,

Proper disposal of old tires mandated

According to local tire dealers, 
the compliance with the new con- 
cerning disposition of used tires will 
cause no immediate problem. 

Failure to properly dispose of old 
and used tires, under the new law, 
could cost individuals and/or busi- 
nesses a $300 fine plus $5 per tire. 

The bill recently passed by the 
Alabama Legislature bans the ille- 
gal dumping/burning of tires. 
Alabama was the last Southeastern 
state to pass such legislation. 

Under the new law, scrap tires 
have to be delivered or picked up 
and properly disposed of by a 
licensed operator. Anyone in the 
business of collecting, receiving or 
transporting scrap tires will haye to 
buy an annual license for $25. 
Compani that maintain large 
fleets of vehicles and dispose of 
their own tires will have to buy a 
$250 license. 

In checking with several local tire 
dealers, they said, at the present 
time, the new law will not present 
any great problem for them. 

According to Kay Johnson, busi- 
ness manager of O.K. Tire Store, 
“We are, and have been, paying for 
our old scrap tires to be properly 
disposed of. From time to time, job- 
bers who are in that business call on 
us and pick up a load of tires.” 

She added that they check to 
make sure that those persons pick-

ing up the tires are properly licensed 
to collect and properly dispose of 
the old tire. 

There is an added expense to 
local tire dealers for disposing of 
the old tires. The cost of “getting 
rid” of the old ures ranges from 85¢ 
to $1 each for a car tire and $3 plus 
each for a truck tire. Unless the old 
tire removed from a vehicle has 
some tread left on it and can be sold 
as a “used” tire, the expens” of 
“properly” disposing of the old ‘ire 
is passed on to the consumer. 

Ronald Bryan, owner of Brya: 5 
Auto-Say, echoed Johnson’s con 
ments on the state’s new tire dispo 
sition law 

“We too are already in compli- 
ance with the new law simply out of 
necessity,” he said, “During the 
course of time, we accumulate a lot 
of old tires that have to be moved or 
stored, and we don’t have the stor 
age room, So, about every couple of 
months, we have someone come by, 
and we pay them to take the old 
ures.” 

Jerry Weeks, owner of Weeks 1 ire 
Company, said, “The new law will 
have little or no effect on our pre 
sent operation since we already are 
disposing of our old tires through a 
certified collection agency.” 

Weeks noted that states al! around 
Alabama, Florida in particular, have 
been required to dispose Of tres in 
the proper fashion using shredders 
and/or regulated landiills for quite 
some time 

“We knew that it was just a mat 
ter of time before Alabama would 
enact legislation requiring the prop 
er disposition of old tires,” he said, 
“We are ahead of the game since we 
are already in compliance.” 

The experts estimate — that 
Alabamians dispose of about 4.5 
million tires annually, most of them 
properly, either through  serap 
processors, burned as fuel or buried 
in a regulated landfill 


One of the major problems with 
improperly disposed of tires is the 
health hazard they create. They 
make a perfect breeding ground for 
mosquitoes and snakes. One of the 
main requirements for businesses 
maintaining a tire disposal landfill 
is that they spray on a regular basis. 
The old tires can also be a fire haz- 
ard. 

Most people connected to the tire 
industry feel that the new law is a 
positive move for the state in that it 
will bring about better enforcement 
policies. It is expected that business 
will increase at all regulated land- 
fills. One such facility, Little Tire 
Recycling, is located in neighbor- 
ing Covington County in the 
Carolina Community, It is owned 
and operated by David Little

D.A. Mark Fuller withdraws from 
Carmichael investigation 


In mid-May, the Alabama State 
Bar contacted the District 
Attorney's Office for the twelfth 
Judicial Circuit and advised their 
office was conducting an investiga- 
tion on the trust account of 
Enterprise Attorney Daniel F, 
Carmichael. A subsequent meeting 
with with Bar officials resulted in 
certain documentation being turned 
over to the DA’s office and a request 
that a criminal investigation be con- 
ducted, 

District Attorney Mark Fuller 
declared that a conflict of interest 
existed with his office because Mr. 
Carmichael, a long-time practicing 
attorney, had weekly contact with 
his staff members and was a former 
part-time assistant district attorney. 

The Alabama Attorney General's

Growing plant claiming to fight mosquitos 
being offered to long suffering public

A plant that repels mosquitoes 
and eliminates the need for aerosol 
sprays? Sound too good to be true? 
Maybe, maybe not. 

The Citrosa Mosquito Fighter is a 
green plant heralded as a natural 
insect repellent. The genetically cre- 
ated plant is a product of crossing 
tissues of an African Geranium with 
the Grass of China. The Citrosa 
works by producing the same chem- 
icals (citronella oil) found in cit- 
ronella candles, The chemicals act 
to block the mosquito’s sensory 
apparatus or confuse its blood-seek- 
ing ability so that it cannot detect 
mammals and the insects will leave 
the area, The plant reportedly repels

blackflies and aphids as well. 

Advertisements for the Citrosa 
claim the plant will grow up to 5 
feet tall and can_be used indoors or 
outdoors. The flyers state that one 
mature plant will protect an area of 
about 100 square feet. However, the 
plant may work better in a small 
area or at a door entry. Most piants 
are purchased at a height of 7 to 12 
inches tall. 

Although the Citrosa is touted as 
being effective and completely 
harmless, is it? An Extension ento- 
mologist at Auburn University, says 
he knows of no sound scientific evi- 
dence to back up some of the adver 
tising claims 

There are many factors to consid 
er when trying to repel mosquitoes 
with the Citrosa plant 
can breezes blow 


Outdoors, 
the citronella 
Vapors away from the area from 
which you are trying to repel mos 
quitoes? If a 5-foot plant protects 
100 square feet, does that mean a 


2,000 square foot home needs 20 5- 
foot planis for protection? If not, 
what scientific research has been 
done to determine the right dosage 
of plants for a given area? 

Citronella has been around for 
many years as an insect repellent. 
However, citronella oil should not 
be considered harmless. There is 
information on citronella as a poten- 
tial skin and respiratory irritant. 
Also, what if small children were to 
eat leaves containing citronella? 
What are the effects of breathing 
low levels of citronella over long 
periods of time? 

Consider these and other ques 
tions about the plant before making 
a purchase. Your definition of safe 
and effective may not be the same 
definition as that of the salesman 
Make sure you understand what you 
are getting. Use common sense 
when protecting your family and 
home from pests
